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This paper responds to the non-Final Office Action dated January 14, 2005. The 
period for response has been extended by three months to July 14. 2005, by the enclosed 
Petition for Extension of Time and corresponding fee. 

The Office Action Summary indicates that claims 31-35 are pending, however, 
claims 31-40 are pending in this application. The Preliminary Amendment filed with this 
application on June 27, 2003, includes all of claims 31-40. Claims 36-40 appear in the June 
27, 2003, PAIR entry in the image file wrapper under the entry "Applicants Arguments or 
Remarks Made in an Amendment." 

The Examiner rejected claims 31-35 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting in view of claims 1-5, 12. 19-21, 23, 25, 27, and 29 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,221.987; claims 1-8 of U.S. Patent No. 6.441.022, and claims 1-3 of U.S. 
U.S. Patent No. 6,642,269. Applicants assume that the Examiner intended to refer to U.S. 
Patent No. 6.221,897, rather than U.S. Patent No. 6,221,987.
